upon ſenſible comforts. Some there are who 
will acknowledge no other notion of faith, 


but a full perſwafion * love ef God, and ſo 
indeed confound faith and ſight, which the 
Apoſile ſeemed ſo warily to diſtinguiſh, when 


be told us, We live by faith, and not by 


fight.

Now this is 
a great error which the Lord may aim at the 
correction of in his people by ſuch d. ſpenſa- 
tions, letting the foul ce. there is vertue 
enoutzh in his Word to bear it up thiough 
the deepeſt waters of affliction, without the 
bladders of ſenfible maniſeflations. Enough 
in that, and the ſouls application of it ſelt to 
that, though until it come in Heaven, it never 
ſees the face of God.
